BETTER THAN THE CHARLESTON. 

The Trial Trip of the New Crnlscr San Fran- 
cisco Proves I Successful In Every 
Particular. 

Santa Raii.BA.RA, Aug. 26. The new 
cruiser San Francisco, which left San 
Francisco harbor at 1 o'clock yesterday 
afternoon to have her official trial in 
Santa Barbara channel, arrived oil' Sanla 
It.irbara.at 11 o'clock this morning, hav- 
ing made nearly .'iOU miles in twenty-two 
hours at an average speed of a fraction 
over thirteen knots per hour. The run 
wai made without a slip of the machin- 
ery, and when she came to anchor here 
this morning there win no indication that 
she could not have continued tho run in- 
definitoly, Every engineer ah ard de- 
clared that the engines could nut have 
worked better, and it was fully expected 
that she would make a record on her trial 
trip which would give her builders a 
handsome premium. 

The San Francisco will lie at anchor 
hero this afternoon and to-night, during 
which time her machinery will he thor- 
oughly cleaned and every preparation 
made for tho official trial, which takes 
place to-morrow morning. 

Although she had been given a number 
of preliminary trials during the last few- 
weeks, she passed through the Golden 
(iate into the sea yesterday. Strong head 
winds were encountered, but the sea was 
light and there was scarcely any roll per- 
ceptible. The cruiser soon settled down 
to an oven pace of about twelve knots 
which was increased to a little over thir- 
teen, within the next hour. She main- 
tained this rate of speed until Point Con- 
ception, tho northern end of tho trial 
course, was reached at 8 o'clock this 
morning when tho revolutions was in- 
creased from seventy-three to ninety- 
three, and her rate of speed during the 
remainder of tho trip was sixteon 
knots an hour. During four 
hours yes'erday afternoon the en- 
gines made seventy-five revolutions 
per minute, giving the vessel n speed of 
sixteen and four-tenths knots per hour. 
Ill the evening the engines were slowed 
down slightly, and during tho night they 
made seventy-three revolutions, giving a 
speed of thirteen and three-tenths knots 
curing the entire run. The engine rooms 



and lire rooms wore perfectly comfortable, 
and not the slightest trouble was indi- 
cated on the part of tho machinery. 

The naval ollicers aboard who have 
been appointed to conduct the trial, ex- 
pressed the highest praise of the San 
Francisco's behaviour, and said she was a 
better ship than the Charleston in every 
way. 

At night the entira ship iB lighted by 
eleotriciiy. Tho plant is one of the most 
complete ever placed in a man-of-war. It 
was constructed under the personal super- 
vision of Lieutenant A. W. Giant, who 
was detailed by the department for tho 
purpose, and who also placed the electno 
plant aboard the Charleston. 



THEY BROKE JAIL. 

A Murderer and five Oilier Prisoners Make 
Their Escape from tho Olympln 
County Prison- 

Olymma, Aug. 26.— Through the neg- 
ligenco of the sheriff six prisoners made 
their escape from tho county jail last 
night, by forcing the bars, and breaking 
tho lock. Five prisoners were confined 
in the county jail, among whom were 
AngusMcClune, of Shelton, who is under 
sentence of death for tho murder of his 
wife. 

The escape is supposed to have been 
planned and executed by John Hazel- 
wood, who was awaiting ft trial for as- 
sault, and battery on McClelland brothers, 
in Shield's saloon. Hazelwood and Tom 
Ryan, a prisoner who was under a ten 
days' sentence for potty larceny, made 
their escape. They forced the bars of 
the window apart with a heavy piece of 
wood, and jumped to tho ground, which 
was about Fifteen feet below. It appears 
that no'.e of the other prisoners made 
any attempt to escape, as they would 
have had little difficulty. 

Sheriff Billings has telegraphed a des- 
cription of the prisoners to all the neigh- 
bouring towns, and he thinks they will 
bo recaptured. All outgoing trains will 
be closely watched; Fifty dollars reward 
baa been offered for the capture of Hazel- 
wood, lie is colored, about tive feet six 
inches in height, well built, and has a 
sear across tho forehead. 

The county jail is a brick building, and 
was built many years ago. It. is entirely 
inadequate for tho present, needs of tho 
county. The prisoners are contined in 
the second storey, which contains the 
steel cell for condemned criminals. The 
rest of tho Boor contains the sleeping 
room and kitchen. Some lime ago a 
number of prisoners escaped by cutting a 
hole in a biiek wall, which is nearly two 
feet thick. The sp t can easily be seen, 
where the new bricks ani mortar were 
laid. 

The city jail, or cooler as it is com- 
monly called, situated in the rear of tho 
lire house on Columbia street, was also 
broken open Inst night and four prisoners 
escaped, one of whom, Tom Murray, was 
to have gone to McNeil's island, this 
morning, having been seirenced for sell- 
ing liquor to Indians. Shortly after 8 
o'clock last night somebody stole a pair 
ot drawers from the store of Mr. Rosen- 
thal. Three " hobos " were afterwards 
arrested on suspicion, and Mr. Rosenthal 
identified thedzawers, which ono of them 
wore. While the officer in charge was 
leaving the prison, after feeding them, 
some of their friends on the outside 
secured a bar, and forcing the padlock 
released them. None of them have yet 
been recaptured.

Powderly Attends a Mas3 Meeting of 
the Knights and Denounces 
Chief Arthur. 



The Chicago Switchmen Give Up 
and Ask to he Reinstated at 
Old Prices. 


New Yokk, Aug. 2G.— About 2,500 
persons, including curiosity-seokera and a 
heavy police force, attended n muss niout- 
ing uf the Knights of Labor in Union 
square to-night. It did not equal, cither 
in numbers or enthusiasm, the expecta- 
tions of the projectors of the meeting. 
The interest centred mainly in Powderly. 
The formor employes of the New York 
Central of this city marched in a body to 
the square behind a drum coips. 

Mrs. Margaret Moore, who figures 
prominently in Irish politic.? in this city, 
gave a live-minute address. Mho coun- 
seled 01 ionization among tho laboring 
classes, anil advocated self-reliance. 

A letter of regret for non-attendance 
war read from Samuel (Joinpers, presi- 
dent of the Federation of Labor, ile 
sympathized with the mon and denouueed 
tin; attempt of the company to crush 
their organization. 

Powderly nest spoke. He said: "You 
may foci disheaiteued because the Terre 
Haute convention did not declare a gen- 
oral Btrikc. Your oxecutivo board did 
not expect it would. All wu expected 
WHS to havo their Biipport, and they are 
with us (cheers). They say our battle 
must go on, and goon it will. Central 
railroad oiikers may talk nl'out, go us lie- 
in^' delivered, lull they do not. tell the 
truth. Every merchant in New York 
knows difiarent." 

Powderly then refuted Webb's charges 
that the men were dismissed for drunken- 
ness or other cnuso prejudicial to the in- 
terests of the company. The speaker 
next dealt with Chief Arthur, lie said 
Arthur recently sat on a platform with 
railroad oILiciala at Now Haven, and they 
put their arms around his ueck. ••The 
strike that wo have inaugurated," lie said, 
"is not only a strike of the people of 
New York, but of the people of America." 

IIio meeting then listened to a liery 
preamble, followed by resolutions which 
denounce 1 the New York Central officials 
as arbitrary and tyrannical.

OPPOSITION CA LGULA T10NS. 

Since the Daily Columbian's election 
p'it, the " Octopus," gave ui> tlio gliost, 
it has returned to the paths of modera 
tion aaJ roasonableiiQ33. It is still 
Opposed to tlit; Government, but its 
opposition is n it bitter and blind lil e 
that of some of its co-laborers on tl o 
Opposition side. The change it has 
undergone since- the election is a vety 
decided impr /vemeut, and we h >pe it is 
not too proud to accept our congratula- 
tions on having got well over its attack 
of election fever. hi discussing 
the prospects of the Government 
with tho World it has gone again into the 
calculating business. We do not know 
that ti great deal is to be gained by mak- 
ing little sums in political arithmetic, 
that kind of arithmetic being very far 
from an exact science, but it will do n i 
harm to give the result of our contem- 
•porary's calculation. Jt says : — 

'• in making a political round-up nearly 
two months a«o, when all the constitu- 
ences but Cassiar had been heard from, 
we showed tho respective strength of tho 
three parties to be Government 1!>; Op- 
position 5, Independent 8. As it may 
HOW bo assumed that Cassiar has gone 
with the Government, tho party 
in power may count on -•) votes 
against the combined 13 of the 
Oppositionists aud Independents, thus 
, giving the Government a clear majority 

of seven only Thismajoriy 

of seven will, of course, be reduced to a 
working majority of six when the Speaker 
has been taken from the Government 
side of the House/' 

This is not too bad, but we have a 
notion that there is a big surprise in 
store for our contemporary. Counting 
noses without considering the heads 
which they ornament is, particularly in 
politics, very unsatisfactory work. The 
little sum that seemed so very simple 
suddenly becomes complicated, and the 
counter's calculations are without a word 
of warning completely upset. A word i f 
homely advice is often given to persons 
prone to day-dreaming, which it would 
be no harm for tho Columbian to take to 
heart. It is " Don't count your chickens 
before they are hatched ! 

A GOVERNMENT STEAMER. 

It is greatly to be hoped that the cot 
tract for building tho Government st:an 
er intended for Itritish Columbia will be 
given to a British Columbian firm, V\ 
think that the Government ought to re- 
lax its rules with respect to tenders in 
this case, i t is just possible that a British 
Columbian builder maynotbe able to build 
a vessel, whether it is of wood or steel, as 
cheaply per ton as it could be constructed 
in an Old Country shipyard. But, when 
the cost of the long voyage necessary to 
bring the ship to where her services are 
required is considered, the difference i f 
coat may be (jtiite inconsiderable. There 
aro many reasons which will occur to 
those who understand the bushiest of 
.shipbuilding, particularly when the vessel 
is of iron or steel, why competition be- 
tween a British Columbianshipbuilderand 
one enjoying all the privileges and i:d- 
Vimtagea of shipbuilders in Great Britain 
in not exactly fair. The Government is 
not a mercantile concern, and commercial 
considerati ins aro not in its estimation 
always paramount. It does not always 
act upon tho principle of buying in the 
cheapest market and selling in the dear- 
est. Our statesmen consider it right and 
politic! to make some sacrifices, now and 
then, to encourage homo industry. Theie 
is a home industry horo which well dc- 
norvos encouragement. Tho Albion Iron 
Works have been established by enter- 



prising British Columbians. They have 
had an uphill fight to arrive at tho posi- 
tion they now occupy, Tho Imperial 
government considered it good policy to 
give tho concern the job of repairing the 
Amphion. Tho way in which that work 
was done shows that there are men in 
British Columbia who understand how to 
build steel ships, and that tho machinery 
required to do that kind of shipbuilding 
is here also. Would it tin', bo well for 
the Dominion Government if it decidesto 
build a steel ship to follow the example of 
the Imperial government and give the 
struggling British Columbia industry a 
show. We do not know that it would in 
the ond require any sacrifice of money, 
but, even if the vessel built here 
did cost a little more than 
ono imported from Great Bri- 
tain, would not the start which 
bdilding the ship in this part of tho 
Dominion would give a native industry 
to worth the money. We certainly think 
it would. When it is known that a steel 
steamer or a first class w'oodett vessel 
can bo built in British Columbia, Can- 
ada's Pacific province will bo greatly 
raised in the estimation of the world. 
Trade would be attracted to it aud so 
would emigration, and it would soon be 
worth a great deal nturo to the Dominion 
than it is now. 

We are tfuito certain from what, we 
have heard of the workmanlike way in 
which the repairs to tho Amphii ll were 
made that a steel steamer could be built 
by the Abion Iron Works to the com- 
plete satisfaction of the most ligid in- 
spector. Will the government give tho 
province a chance / 

.4 CLOSE RESEMBLANCE. 

It is said, with a good deal of truth, 
that tho Wellington strike resembles, in 
iu main features, the great strike of the 
employes of the New York Central. This 
will appear from the following passages 
of Mr. Webb's reply to Mr. Powderly'a 
manifesto. Mr. Webb says : 

"J What priva'o or public business can 
bo carried on subject to dictation from a 
workman that he shall perform only this 
or that amount of work! 1 What em- 
ployer can tolerate insolence or insubor- 
dination basjd upon the belief that the 
offender will be supported therein by tho 
secret organization to which he belongs, 
or by any agency by which his employer's 
business can bo damaged or stopped ( 
.... For these discharges and to 
avert a threatened strike, 1 have been 
called upon by Powderly aud his asso- 
ciates to consent to the monstrous ab- 
surdity of satisfying by some kind of 
arbitration or investigation, persons other 
than the constituted authorities of the 
company, .that these causes existed, a de- 
mand which, as long as i occupy the posi- 
tion with which 1 am entrusted, 1 feel it 
to be my duty firmly to decline." 

Vice-President Webb looks at the 
matter in dispute between his company 
and the Knights of Labor from a purely 
business point of view, lie considers 
that the corporation of which he is an 
oflicial would not be able to do it3 work 
if the employes succeeded in obtaining a 
share in the management of a very im- 
portant part of its affairs. Mr. Powder- 
ly and hia associates think differently, 
and there is consequently a dead lock. 
Webb is attempting to operate the roads 
on which tho striko exists in tho faco of 
the refusal of the Knights of Labor to 
work. It will be observed that he is not 
condemned as a tyrant or a stubborn ob- 
structionist by tho press of the United 
States. The newspapers, too, look at the 
matter from a business standpoint and 
discuss the strike rationally and temper- 
ately. The policeare endeavoring to pro- 
tect lifo and property and the militia are in 
readiness to turn out if there is a prospect 
of disorder. Indeed, the Pinkorton de- 
fc3ctives armed with Winchester rifles, 
have been employed by the owners of the 
railroad and they have tired upon tho 
crowd. Yet, although the people are 
very properly indignant, there is no out- 
cry against the government, cither Fed- 
eral or S'a e, the New York politicians 
have not caused meetings to bo held in 
which the government has been blamed 
for what ir could not prevent, and de- 
nounced for what tho authorities consid- 
ered necessary for the preset vat ion of the 
peace. 

No one, as far as WO have Been, has at- 
tempted to make political capi al out of 
the strike. The people of the United 
States know that the peace must be pre- 
served aud property protected, and they 
tolerate what all must admit is an abufO 
rather than that attacks can be made on 
life and property with impunity. 

The Opposition politicians of this pro- 
vince should learn a lesson from the atti- 
tudo which the people and tho politicians 
of the United States assume with respect 
to the striko on tho New York Central. 
Although that striko has causae! incon- 
venience and loss to a great many, yet 
they stand by and view tho struggle as 
disinterested spectators, desiring to see 
fair play done to both parties, to the rich 
corporation as well as to "the poor em- 
ployes. They aro not afraid to say what 
they believe to be true of both tho one 
and the others. Tho question is a busi- 
ness one and they look on it from a busi- 
ness point of view.

NOMINATIONS IN CALIFORNIA. 

The Democratic Party in California 
hold its convention for tho nomination of 
Stato officials, in San Jose, on the 21st. 
There was a large gathering of delegates, 
and tho politicians and wire-pullers were 
thoro in force. The proceedings were 
watched with great interest by both 
Democrats and Republicans. After some 
manoeuvring, Mr. Pond, mayor of Sun 
Francisco, was ii< minuted for Governor. 
The rival candidates wero Mr. James V. 
Coleman and Mr. W. B. English. It is 
said now by D imocrats and some Repub- 
licans that Boss Buckley took an active 
and a very influential part in the business 
of tho convention. But his influence, as 
usual, was felt, rather than seen. The 
Boss is a most skillful manipulator of con- 
ventions, He knows better than any mall 
in California how to pull wires. He has 
the faculty, too, of keeping his own coun- 
sel. 

it was not known when the convent! m 
met who it was that Mr. Christopher 
Buckley favored. It was believed by a 
good many that ho would support Mr. 
English's candidature. Mr. English 
seems to have boon of this opin- 
ion himself. What reason the Boss 
had given him to thin!; that 
he would have his support does not ap- 
pear, but that when the proceedings be- 
gan he had that impression is undeniable. 
It is said that tho San Francitico dclegi- 
tion, with the exception of a few, were 
the Boss's very humble servants. At 
first there was some skirmishing iu which 
the Boss found that he held the balance 
of power. There were four ballots. In 
the first three Mr. Buckley allowed his 
lambs to scatter their votes, but before 
the fourth was taken the order was given 
to concentrate on Pond, and Pond con- 
sequently secured the nomination. 

Mr. Pond, who is allowed to be, even 
by his opponents, a very worthy man, 
goes to the people with the odium 
attached to him of being Boss Buckley's 
candidate. This may do him harm, and 
we can see by the way in which the fact, 
if fact it is, !.; mentioned in tho Republic- 
an mid the Independent papers, that it 
will be worked against him for till it is 
worth. The Argonaut says that Mr. 
Pond owes his nomination to Mr. Buck- 
lev. The Chronicle calls him "Buckley's 
man, Pond," while tho Alta, tho Exam- 
iner, and the News-Letter say little or 
nothing about the part taken by Mr. 
Buckley in bringing about Mr. Pond's 
nomination. 

After tho nomination an incident to ik 
place, which is supposed to bo characteristic 
of elections in tho United States. When 
Mr. Buckley was getting into his carriage 
Mr. Warren English, brother of the can- 
didate, who was standing by, addressed 
him in language which was neither ele- 
gant nor polite. Mr. Harrison, wdio is a 
nephew of Mr. Buckley, resented the in- 
sult offered to the blind man and struck 
English, whereupon there was a disturb- 
ance and there would have been, but for 
the interposition of friends, a light. Jt 
appears from this that there arc politi- 
cians who wish to be regarded as respect- 
able who tire eager to obtain Boss Buck- 
ley's support and are disappointed and 
angty when they do not get it. 

The other candidates on the Democrat- 
ic ticket tiro Hon.F. Del Valle, for Lieut 
enant-Governor, and John A. Stanly, 
for Chief Justice. The Democratic can- 
didate for United States Senator is Ste- 
phen M. White. The Republican ticket 
for the State of California is H. Markham 
of Los Angeles, for Governor; James 
Reddick, for Lieut.-Governor ; Win.
